Bradley showed a letter be said 
be had written to Paul Davey, the 
governor’s brother, from Atlanta, 
Ga., May 1,1934, concerning a meet­ 
ing with P. S. Arkwright, president 
of the Georgia Pqw er Co. 
The letter said A rkw right was 
more disposed to make a campaign 
contribution than to give the Davey 
T ree Expert Co. a tree-trimimng 
contract, because the Davey com 
pany would get the money quicker 
as a gift but that A rkwright said 
he would prefer to "get the low­ 
down from Wendell W inkle first.”

1017," Mr. Suhr declared, discussing 
the national defense program as ad­ 
vocated by the Legion. 
“Russia, 
Italy, 
and 
Germany 
have 6,000,000 trained soldiers avail­ 
able for service while G reat Brit­ 
ain, France, Japan have large ar­ 
mies. 
The United States has a 
standing arm y of 186,000 of which 
hut 33,000 are actual combatants. 
“The American Legion has for 
m any years insisted on a policy of 
strict neutrality, th at there be no 
entangling alliances with other na­ 
tions to draw us into another con­ 
flict. 
W e are opposed to boycotts 
nf goods from any one nation but 
favor 
the

A m erican’ 
plan. 
A m erica m ust take the middle of 
the road and favor no one nation 
over another if we are to remain 
neutral.” 
T he speaker condemned United 
States recognition of Soviet Russia 
and hit a t the activities of William

"The universal service act is in­ 
tended to take the profit, out of 
war, thereby robbing profiteers of 
their incentive for w ar,” said Mr.

years. Most of the Ohio delegation

WASHINGTON VISITED 
HERE, RECORD SHOWS 


(Continued from Page One) 


Nicholson, an Interpreter, and one 
important Indian chief known as 
the Pheasant. 
The first camp 
was made at 
Logstown. now Ambridge, Pa. The 
second night, according to Wash­ 
ington’s Journal, the party came 
in sight of a long island. At the 
lower end of this Island "on the 
point,” about three mile* below 
the mouth of Little Beaver Creek, 
they burled a barrel of biscuits 
to lighten the baggage canoe. Then 
they camped on the western side 
of the river “in sight of the lower 
point of tho island.” 
A hundred slxty-elght years ago 
Babh’s Island was larger than It 
is today. The point probably ex­ 
tended down to the site of Thomp­ 
son's pottery and lf Washington 
and his party camped “In sight of 
the point,” their second 
night’s 
stopping place was near the pres­ 
ent 
site 
of 
the 
Pennsylvania 
freight station at the foot of Wal­ 
nut and Second streets. 
City Then A Foreet 
East Liverpool was then a pri­ 
meval forest of maple, oak. chest- 
nut and beech trees and abounded 
with wild game. That night It be­ 
gan to snow and continued until 
the 
next 
morning 
about 
seven 
O’clock. While the Indians were 
taking care of tho camp duties. 
Washington 
took 
his 
“fowling 
piece” and went out to look for 
game, lit his own words he tells 
that the river wfas abundant with 
wild geese and several kinds of 
duck, hut the expedition desired 
another kind of meat. Washington 
climbed the hills back of the river 
hunting for wild turkey. He shot 
five which we can assume he se­ 
cured In the forest above the town 
probably near Broadway and Fifth 
| streets. The Washington marker, 
i near the Masonic temple, doubt­ 
less marks the spot, or very near 
it, where tho Virginian killed his 
turkey*. 
Later in the morning they contin­ 
ued their journey down the Ohio. 
The trip ended at the mouth of the 
Kanawha river. 
They came back 
as far as Wellsburg, W. Va., where 
they secured horses and made the 
trip to Fort Pitt overland. 
The 
Indians were sent on to the fort 
with the canoes to obtain horses 
and supplies for the return Journey 
to 
Virginia. 
Washington 
paid 
them six dollars and a tin can for 
their services. He arrived home In 
Virginia. Dec. I. 1770, having cov­ 
ered the distance In nine weeks. 
Youths Hunt For Biscuits 
The barrel of biscuits buried on 
the lower point of Babb’s island 
has been a fascinating spot for the 
youth of the town. 
Many a treas­ 
ure hunt has taken place there. The 
majority of the boys of the town 
have some time or other searched 
for the famous barrel, but. nothing 
was ever found. 
It. probably Wuk 
washed down the river many years 
before the first expedition started 
digging for the treasure. 
Washington kept three records 
of his Journey. The first was of a 
"line a day" variety, the second a 
record of the weather and tho third 
a detailed account of each day’s 
events. Much of the latter Journal 
was mutilated before it could ta' 
preserved in the records of the 
Ohio Archaeological and Historical 
Publications, hut 
fortunately the 
story of his visit to East Liverpool 
w.tH preserved In its entirety. There 
is no place where Washington men­ 
tions having crossed the Ohio and 
gen * hack into the woods to drink 
at an unknown spring in the Vir­ 
ginia hills. From all accounts he 
stayed on the western hide of the 
river on his trip south aud returned 
by the eastern shoreline as far as 
Wellsburg. He did, however, visit 
Bast Liverpool, stay all night here 
and shot turkeys in our woods and 
for that reason the town has its 
claim on tile life of Washington, 
the Father of the American nation.

IWM. by T h e ( n lte d P ress 
BERLIN. Feb. 22—Adolf Hitler is 
the dominant ruler in Europe today 
and never before in the five years 
of the Nazi regime baa he been en 
trenched more firmly at home. 
Studying him in the Kroll opera 
house Sunday, one realized th at 
here was the man. above all others 
ip Europe, who, by diplomacy and 
gestures of force had lifted himself 
into the saddle of middle Europe.

Press office here and read that in 
London Foreign Minister Anthony 
Eden had resigned because of a 
British cabinet split over policy to ­ 
ward Germany; that in Rome, Mus­ 
solini. H itler’s ally, was silent, and 
that his silence apparently gave 
consent to what the Fuehrer had 
said: that the people in the streets 
of Vienna had responded to the 
speech with loud "heils; ’ and that 
millions of ears were close to ra ­ 
dios in the Balkans. 


Boasts Of Conquests 
His black hair tumbling across 
his forehead, his arm s waving. H it­ 
ler, 
who 
was 
born 
outside 
the 
boundaries 
of 
Germany, 
had 
shouted: — 
"In five years I have built up the 
German army. Nobody doubts that 
I am the leader of the Reich.-' 
At the beginning of his sixth 
year in power H itler has a stronger 
grasp on a nation of 65 million per­ 
sons than ever before. 
His prestige has been immensely 
enhanced by his first successful 
steps 
in 
Nazifying 
the 
German 
army and diplomatic corps. 
Ile has taken a long stride to­ 
ward fulfillment of his ambition to 
create a “greater Germany ’ by be­ 
ginning a virtual political assimila­ 
tion of Austria. 
He has brought about a "blood­ 
less purge” of the army command 
without 
shaking 
Nazi 
influence 
among the men who fight the bat­ 
tle*—the common soldiers 
H itler’s policy appears to be a 
sort of jig-saw puzzle into which 
new pieces are fitted whenever time 
suits him to place them there. Yes­ 
terday he fitted in some pieces but 
there still are gaps because of the 
extraordinary 
secrecy 
that 
sur­ 
rounds anything concerning t h e 
arm y and because of the Nazis’ 
drastic and effective control of the 
usual sources of information. 
Reasoning Explained 
It is difficult to understand the 
recent army purge unless it is kept 
in mind that under Nazi ideology 
the party is the state and thus any 
disaffection toward the party con-

stitutes disaffection toward t h e 
state. It is well known that many of 
the 
higher-placed 
German 
arm y 
officers always held t h e m s e l v e s 
aloof from the Nazi regime just as 
they did from tho Republican re­ 
gime that preceded it. 
Hitler knew 
that many disagreed with such im ­ 
portant phases of Nazi policy as the 
attitude toward the church a n d 
toward political education within 
the army. 
This attitude 
persisted despite 
Hitler s generous treatm ent of the 
army. 
He gave it almost unlimited 
money. 
He doubled its size. 
He 
brought back intr* active service 
many of the old Prussian officers 
who almost constitute a caste in 
Germany. 
He restored these offic­ 
ers to power, realizing full well th at 
they would be a potential menace 
to the Nazi in any critical situa­ 
tion. 
Twice at lea st—during the occu­ 
pation of the Rhineland and when 
Hitler embarked upon his policy 
of Intervention in the Spanish war 
— army officers attempted to re­ 
strain him. 
He ignored itaeir ad­ 
vice. 
Caught By Two Forces 
F or m o n t h s Hitler has been 
caught 
between 
two forces, 
the 
arm y and Nazi officialdom. To the 
Nazi, the attitude of the h i g h 
army officers w as a serious offense. 
They urged H itler to deal with this 
virtual “state within a state'* and 
bring everyone into allegiance to 
the swastika. 
In the light of what 
has happened since, it develops that 
Hitler merely was waiting a favor­ 
able opportunity to take the ad­ 
vice of the Nazi counsellors. 
That opportunity came on Jan. 12. 
Field Marshal W erner von Blum- 
berg. 59-year-old leader of the coun­ 
try s fighting forces, married a girl 
half his age. 
Her obscure social 
background made her objectionable 
to many of the sam e officers whom 
Hitler had restored to service. It is 
a tradition that German officers 
must obtain the consent of their 
superiors before m arrying and that 
consent is not forthcoming unless 
the social background of the fiancee 
is acceptable. 
Blomberg did 
m ore than 
give 
brazen affront to that tradition. He 
compounded 
his 
offense 
against 
arm y caste by persuading Hitler 
to be a witness at the w-edding 
without explaining the social back­ 
ground of the bride. The reaction 
of 
the 
army 
“caste” 
was 
swift 
and direct. Col. Gen. Horner von 
Frltsch, then arm y comm ander in 
chief, protested to Hitler in behalf 
of his fellow officers. 
Chagrined and angry at having 
been duped, H itler “accepted” the 
resignation of both Blomberg and 
Frltsch. 
Thus the F uehrer seized upon 
such a trivial thing as a m arriag- 
to do what staunch Nazis had hee l 
asking him to do. Likewise tho 
marriage of the Duke of Windsor. 
Blomberg’s wedding merely was a 
spark 
that 
started 
the 
fire 
on 
fuel accumulating for month*. 
The shakeup in the diplomatic 
corps was designed to soften the 
blow for the arm y and possibly to 
obscure the main Issue involved. 
However, it did bring Joachim von 
Ribbentrop. an ardent Nazi, into 
the post of Foreign Minister. 
Strategy Successful 
Hitler further softened the blow 
for the rank and file of the army 
by making himself supreme com­ 
mander of the armed forces, con­ 
fident that his personal prestig*- 
would absorb most of the criticism. 
Every indication today is that 
Hitler’s strategy has been success­ 
ful and In accordance with tln- 
Nazi idealology th at 
all 
power 
should 
be 
concentrated 
in 
his 
hands. I believe th at the Nazis now 


gradually will “unify’* the higher 
arm y officers with the p arty regime 
and that there will be little opposi­ 
tion among the officers. Som e ob­ 
servers believe this process will 
take 
more 
than 
a 
year, 
during 
which the officers who p ersist in 
disapproval gradually will be elim ­ 
inated. 
It should be rem em bered that the 
rank and file of the arm y already 
subscribe to Nazi ideas. The air 
force officers, in general, are Nazis. 
When the Nazis seized power, naval 
officers were given a choice be­ 
tween retiring or going along with 
ti ' 
party. 
Most 
of 
them 
went 
along. 
There is no reason to believe that 
the arm y shake-up has gone further 
than 
public announcem ents 
have 
indicated or that arm y officers fled 
the country. 
There is one paragraph in H it­ 
ler’s autobiography, "Mein K am pf.-’ 
which explains the basic reason for 
the army purge: 
"National socialism imperiously 
dem ands the exclusive and unquali­ 
fied recognition, as well as the 
complete 
transform ation 
of 
the 
whole of public life, in accordance 
with its view. it Is therefore un­ 
able to tolerate the co-existence of 
anything that 
represents a 
past 
slate of affairs.”

Furtherm ore, it is revealed. Hie 
illustrious 
first 
president 
whose 
206th birthday is celebrated today, 
wa? not even tem pered, not “as 
calmly 
passionless 
as 
a 
Greek 
God.” and was not applauded and 
beloved throughout the young na­ 
tion he led. 
Facts 
about 
Washington 
lie 
somewhere 
between 
the 
pictures 
drawn 
by 
the 
romanticists 
and 
realists of research. Certainly he 
suffered criticism, treachery, trea­ 
son and gross ingratitude in his 
own time. 
Did Not Seek Command 
General W ashington did not seek 
the suprem e command of the Con­ 
tinental armies. Fomous at 26 for 
valorous service in the French and 
Indian 
wars. 
Washington 
settled 
down to a gentleman planter's life 
at Mount Vernon where his active 
mind found exercise, hounds and 
hunting, cards and 
dancing and 
intimate contact with nature. 
Rut when he was called to lead 
the Revolutionary army, Washing 
ton entered a life or military roo 
tines, h itter political wrangles and 
continuous 
physical 
exhaustion 
which pursued him almost to the 
grave. 
After one despairing letter to 
Martha Custis. his charming wife, 
he set himself wholeheartedly to 
the task of making the nation free 
and independent, pledging his life 
and fortune to the cause. 
From 
the moment 
he reached 
Boston in July. 1775, Washington 
was beset with 
political 
storms. 
Congress, 
fearful 
th at 
“military 
power might overbalance the civil,” 
permitted enlistm ents of only four 
months, making demobilization of 
the troops a continuous process. 
Lacking money, food, clothes and 
rifles. 
W ashington 
and 
his 
raw 
militia sat helpless under the guns 
of Gage and Howe for eight long 
m onths while congress screamed 
for action. 
Faced Manifold Problems 
Later, after gallant Henry Knox 
brought ample supplies, tho leader 
had to face the problem of unruly 
ambitious assistants and the con­ 
stant desertion of half-trained sol 
diers.

And now, in the case of Austria, 
forced to capitulate under direct 
military duress, you do not, even 
for the sake of the record, protest! 
You merely write Austria off.

an insuperable one. It would be a 
long time before we could dare 
defy Saremba.

Kruger Na­ 
tional park. 
And marvelous ll is. especially 
to those who wonder over the earth 
seeking something different. 
In this national park live deni­ 
zens of the Jungle, Including the 
king of beasts. In this preserve they 
live their lives. Indulging in the kill, 
roaming through the forest, spring­ 
ing on animals who have wandered 
down to the w ater hole for their 
evening drink. And while the kill 
Is in progress, the sky darkens with 
a black cloud of vultures coming 
for their feast. And along the trails 
sutomobiles of tourists observe and 
wonder. At night they sleep safe 
and sound in an up-to-date tourist 
camp, while In the night lions roar 
nearby. How’s that for a travel 
thrill?

Kruger put aside some 1.500 square 
miles in the old Transvaal republic 
as a game sanctuary, miring 
the 
Boer war the game was shot by 
British soldiers quartered nearby. 
Afterward It was found that the 
carnivorous animals far exceeded 
the tamer wildebeeste and ante­ 
lope. 
So later on another 
arca 
stocked with game was attached to 
the reserve. With this came out­ 
cries against the waste of money 
the sanctuary entailed. But some 
traveled 
folk, who had been to 
America and 
seen 
our 
national 
park, persuaded the authorities to 
turn the game sanctuary into a sim­ 
ilar spot, with game wardens, rang­ 
ers, lodges and camps, just as we 
have in our pak. The Idea has been 
a 
magnificent 
success. 
Visitors 
come from every point of the com­ 
pass to pay their respects to the 
dwellers within this park. 
Park’s Location 
Kruger National park is an 8.000- 
squarem lie 
trace 
in 
northern 
Transvaal. It is 
bounded on the 
north by the Limpopo river, on the 
south by the Crocodile river and 
on the east by the frontier of Por­ 
tuguese East Africa. It Is 200 miles 
long and 40 miles wide. Every mile 
is filled with interest aud beauty. 
The acacia forests arid the miles 
of dense shrub and bush are trans­ 
versed by swift-flowing rivers, with 
here and there rocky gorges and 
clear crystal pools. So the terrain 
is ideal for its purpose, the sort of 
perfect home that even animals 
think about and long for. 
The warden of the park, Lieu­ 
tenant Colonel Stevenson Hamil­ 
ton, constantly issues fresh rules 
and warnings for visitors to the 
park. And just as constantly some­ 
one or other disobeys the rules by 
getting out of his automobile and 
“shooting” the lions with his cam­ 
era. As long as tourists stay with­ 
in their cars there is little danger 
of lions attacking them. They rely 
principally on their olfactory sense 
and when a car comes along they 
smell the gasoline rather than the 
humans. Up (111 now they haven't 
learned to associate humans with 
cars or gasoline.
